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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in Taiwan on February 13, 2004. It is noted, however, that applicant 
has not filed a certified copy of the foreign application as required by 35 U.SC 119(b). 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(4) 
because reference character "13" has been used to designate both fiber trunk and 
power cord [Figure 3], Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: 23', 121', 122', 13V, 132' [Page 4, Lines 18-20]. Corrected drawing sheets 
in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
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include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

4. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because of numerous grammatical 
errors. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

5. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Numerous 
grammatical errors are replete throughout the application. The examiner has forgone 
any correction due to the amount, and the specification has not been checked to the 
extent necessary to determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's 
cooperation is requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware 
in the specification. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

6. Claim 3 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Applicant recites in Claim 
3, "each optic fiber section is connected by the power lines and control lines", which is 
redundant of Claim 1 . 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 



The following claims are rejected in light of the specification, but rendered the broadest 
interpretation as construed and best understood by the Examiner [MPEP 21 1 1]. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

8. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Reed 
(U.S. Patent 6361198). 

9. With regard to Claims 1 & 3, Reed discloses a multi-light source, multi-section 
optic fiber Christmas tree including: 

- A base plate [Figure 1: (14)] containing a control circuit [Figure 2: (controller 
box)] to regulate color change/control of a plurality of lighting elements [Figure 
5: (26); Column 4; Lines 28-40];

- Whereby the lighting elements are linked with power lines and control lines 
[Figure 5: (24)] supplying power to fiber optic sections and sub-sections 
[Figure 6: (4); Figure 4]; and 



- Whereby each subsection has the lighting elements [Figure 5: (26)] 

connected to a plurality of optic fiber branches [Figure 4: (28)] to ensure each 
optic fiber branch obtains sufficient even light. 

10. With regards to Claim 2, Reed discloses the lighting elements being light emitting 

diodes [Column 4; Lines 28-40]. 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

11. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Reed 
(U.S. Patent 6361198) as applied to Claim 1 above, and further in view of Wu (U.S. 
Patent 6883951 ). 




Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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Reed discloses the claimed invention as cited above, but does not specifically 
teach each subsection of optic fiber being linked to one another with the power lines 
and control lines via sockets and plugs at both ends of the subsections. 

Wu teaches a Christmas tree [Figure 1] having subsections that may be linked to 
another with power lines and control lines via sockets and plugs [Figure 1: (145-158)] at 
both ends of the subsections. 

It would have been obvious to one ordinarily skilled in the art at the time of 
invention to modify the optic fiber subsections of Reed to incorporate sockets and plugs 
at both ends thereof, as taught by Wu, so as to provide a framework for easy 
assembly/disassembly, and facilitate storage during Christmas time/non-seasonal use.
